DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to applicants remarks filed on August 3 1 , 2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 3-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 3-14 
are allowable because prior art does not disclose alone or in combination with the limitations of 
the independent claims 1 such as "a conductive shield plate for shielding the gate, extending 
in an insulated trench from the first major surface towards the second major surface, the 
conductive shield plate being separated from the body region by part of the drain region 
including the channel end part of the drain region...a conductive shield plate extension 
connected to the shield plate extending over the first major surface of the drain region 
from the shield plate towards the channel end part of the drain region, the shield plate 
extension being separated by insulator from the drain" (claim 1). . ." a conductive shield 
plate for shielding the gate, extending in an insulated trench from the first major surface 
towards the second major surface, the conductive shield plate being separated from the 
body region by part of the drain region including the channel end part of the drain region" 
(claims 10 and 13).
